Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Notably, Examiner maintains Kenner clearly teaches the operation of registering information with a service provider, where the 
information includes a preferred order of servers for routing content to a view (see inter alia, Col 5, lines 57-65, Col 13, lines 1-28). 
Certainly a prioritized ranking of delivery sites represents a preferred order of servers. Additionally with regard to the McCanne system, 
McCanne clearly utilizes edge servers to serve as delivery sites for clients as the edge servers serve content to clients (see inter alia, Col 
9, lines 61-64). Also with regard to claims 21 and 41, these claims merely require the viewing computer to submit some form of 
information to identify the group of edge servers to route the multimedia information to the viewer. In other words the view does not have 
to explicitly transmit the server list rather, the viewer may submit any information that allows the service provider to identify a list of 
servers. For instance the "information request" in Emens system Col 4, lines 33-40 or the "source IP address" in Logan's system Col 10, 
lines 52-57). 
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
